Those who 
buy them are always well dressed ladies, 
sometimes coming in their carriages and with 
They buy small revolvers, 
costing from $5 to You must not 
suppose that the latter price only buys a poor 
revolver. Pistols are down now. You can 
buy a splendid revolver for $12 or $l4,a 
weapon such as a king might not be ashamed 
to carry. Andten dollars will get a charm- 
ing one, ivory or pearl handled, nickel plated 
and engraved handsomely; one that will 
shoot straight. You there are a great 
many more women carry pistols than those 
who buy them for themselves. Husbands, 
lovers and brothers buy them as presents. 
Men who have to be away from home a great 
deal, commercial travelers and _ others, 
as a prudential measure’ in these 
times of bold burglars and impudent tramps, 
often deem it advisable to leave their wives 
in possession of means of self protection. Of 
course I cannot tell when a pistol is bought 


for that purpose, but the inference is that 
such is the intent in the mind of the pur- 
chaser whén he buys at once two good pistols, 
and thatis very frequently done. Itwould be 
avery good thing if women generally could 
be taught how to handle pistols.

The only trouble and danger about women’s 
handling of pistols is their ignorance of 
the w = Let them be taught how to 
handle the revolver properly, and to know 
what deadly work it is capable of, and they 
will, I think, be even more judicious than 
men are in its use. Men, as a rule, only use 
the revolver ill advisedly, when they are un- 
der the influence of liquor, and women, la- 
dies at least, are not liable to that evil influ- 
ence. It would have been an excellent thing 
that time when Mrs. De Barry’s ear-rings were 
torn out by a ruffianly thief, on a fashionable 
street and in broad daylight, if she had pos- 
sessed a revolver and been expert enough in 
using it to bring him down with a bullet.” 

As the reporter was leaving, the dealer 
called after him: ‘One moment more, if you 
please. If you are going to write anything 
about the pistol business, do say something 
against the curse of selling revolvers to boys. 
Nobody outside my business has any idea of 
the extent and danger of that evil. There 
ought to be a law against selling a pistol toa. 
minor. Not a week, hardly even a day passes, 
in which I do not have to refuse to sell a re- 
volver toa boy. Less than six months ago 
a couple of boys came in here together 
wanting an outfit of big pis- 
tols, cartridges and  bowie-knives. I had 
the good idea of sending out quietly for a 
policeman while amusing them with pre- 
vended sales to them of all the deadly weapons 
they wanted. When they were arrested, it 
turned out that they had stolen the money 
for their armament and intended to go off fo 
the west to fight Indians, incited, of course, 
by these pernicious, flash weekly papers. | 
will not sell a pistol to a boy, but lots of smal] 
stores scattered about town do so. And the 
pawn shops will sell them all they want. I 
cell you this thing is a very great evil and 
should be stopped.”’ 

A large down-town dealer, who sells both 
-by wholesale and at retail, said: ‘‘We sell 
some pistols to women, but not agreat many,

and those who come to us to buy appear to 
/be generally Spaniards or Cubans or South 


Americans. They generally get small, fancy 
weapons—things that look pretty, oo. 
cost much and are little good. The fact is 
that not one woman in forty thousand knows 
any more about a pistol than about ordering 

They buy revolvers on the same 
general system that they buy bonnets—by 
the looks.

Ishould imagine that there are vast 
numbers of revolvers owned by women in this 
country; not habitually carried by them, of 
course, but kept for purposes of home protec- 
ion. A woman is liable to have an abiding 
faith that the sight of a pistol will scare any- 
body, and from her point of view it may as 
well be loaded with onion seed and peas as 
powder and bullets. They sometimes scream 
when our clerk asks if they will have the pis- 
tols loaded when they buy them.”’ 

Women who are compelled by the necessi- 
ties of their business to travel a great deal, 
not infrequently go armed, and learn system- 
atically how to use weapons for purposes of 
self-defense. In this way some actresses are 
known to have become very expert pistol 
shots. Mrs. Scott-Siddons and Mojeska are 
said to be very good markswomen. Miss 
Mollie Stewart, who is the life of Gus Wil- 
liams’ combination, isan exceptional good 
pistol shot, but then, she learned the 
art first in her Louisiana home, and 
keeps in practice every summer at Larch- 
mont Manor. It is affirmed that she has been 
known to pick out at ten paces the spots of a 
five of spades in rapid succession with bullets 
from her pretty 32-caliber revolver. — There

What the Papers Say. 
SMALL-POX IN KNOX COUNTY, TENNESSEE. 
Knoxville Chronicle, 

Krom 8. J. Tarver, who was in the city yes- 
terday, we learn that the small-pox is spread- 
ing in the northerm portion of Knox county 
toan extent thatis becoming rather alarming. 
The first case that developed,as was published 
in our columns, was the daughter of George 
Tindle, who lives near Graveston. It was taken 
from a traveler who was passing through the 
country from California, and stopped over 
night. The young lady, under the treatment 
of Dr, Scott, is now about well, but the rest of 
the family are reported all down with the 
dread disease. 

lt seems that there was no isolation, what- 
ever, but the family remained in tlre same 
house and rvom with the patient, and the 
neighbors were continually passing and re- 
passing. The consequence was the spread of 
the disease. Sam Rh. Rodgers, United States 
gauger in the revenue service, is reported 
down with it, and also William M. Clapp, son 
ot Nicholas Clapp, and his wife. Mr. Clapp 
is reported very bad, not expected to live. 
Two cases are reported at Draper's, and also 
two at Graves’, just over the Union county 
line. Dr. Scott and Dr. William Rodgers are 
Waiting on cases in this locality. 

Then again there is another locality in the 
fourth district of this county, where the dis- 
ease has gained a foothold, and is spreading, 
sam Kelly’s family, Joe Smjth’s family, and 
Morgan Claiborne all have it. Dr. B. R. Ar- 
nold is waiting on these cases. No deaths 
have been reported. \ 

These alarming developments should cer- 
tuinly put the people on their guard through- 
out the country. ‘Theresshould be more care 
taken in i8olating the cases when developed, 
and the neighbors should be kept away to 
prevent a circulation of the disease. Another 
precaution should be the destroying of all 
clothing and bed clothes worn by patients 
after passing through the disease. 

A case of small-pox has been developed in 
the Chattanooga city hospital, which caused 
a stampede from that institution. The case 
Was a traimp, giving his name as Dan Murray, 
who had been in the city only a few days. 
He claimed to have hailed from Knoxville 
and Atlanta. No further spread is appre- 
hended, but it is thought the mayor of that 
place will recommend compulsory vaccina- 
tion. 

A FLORIDA ASSASSINATION. 
Macon Telegraph. 

We received the following particulars of the 
tragedy in Florida, mentioned in yesterday's 
issue: It seems that Mr. Griffin and 8. B. 
Carter, the murderer, had a difficulty on 
Wednesday, the 4th instant, in which Mr. 
Griffin frailed Carter. Carter swé6re that he 
would have revenge, and sued out a warrant 
for Mr. Griffin and had him arrested. Mr. 
Griffin gave his word for an appearance for 
trial and set the time to meet the sheriff and 
court at Orlando, and after dark was sitting in 
the office of the hotel in company with two 
other gentlemen. Mr. Grriftin was 
looking over a map. of the Disston 
purchase of Florida lands. The = as- 
sassin slipped up near the door and shot him 
in the back with a shot-gnn loaded with buck- 
shot or slugs. Five shot struck him in the 
back below the shoulder blade and two in the 
arm. Several went through the map and 
knocked it from his hands. Mr. Griftin 
jumped up and started towards the hat rack, 
where his hat was hanging, and walked about 
ten feet and fell dead. He never spoke after 
he was shot. The evidence adduced at the 
inquest, is that he and Carter had a difficulty 
—(Carter swore revenge, and _ borrowed 
a horse and rode in the country 
and borrowed a gun, which he 
brought to Orlando and deposited with 
some one there, A few moments before Mr. 
Griffin was shot Carter went and got the gun 
and walked off towards the hotel, and had 
just about time to get to the hotel when Mr. 
Carter was shot. ‘The jury of inquest found 
“that, to the best of their knowledge, Mr. 
Griffin came to his death from a gun-shot 
wound inflicted by 8. B. Carter.’’ Carter, it 
seems, did not stay in town to the inquest, 
but to the contrary has not been seen since 
Mr. Griftin was shot. There has been offered 
a reward of $1,000 for thearrest of Carter. Mr. 
Griffin's remains were carried to Meville and 
buried yesterday.

“THE SOURCE OF CRIME, 


AND THE CAUSES THAT FEED ITS 
GROWTH, 


‘Th> Prevalence of Crime Considered asa Product of 
the Family, Where a Game of Marbles Leads to 
Gambling and Pu.regoric Pavis the 
way for a Drunkard’s Fate. 


Professor T. R. Brown, in Indianapolis Journal. 

Crimes are violations of law, either divine 
orhuman. Laws are made for the protection 
of rights, whether of the individual or of so- 
ciety. The crimes which affect the individual 
may be grouped thus: Crimes against the 
physical person, crimes against liberty, crimes 
against reputation and crimes against property, 
Of the second group, we have the laws which 
protect our enjoyment as sociai beings, from 
the primary link in the family up through all 
the ramifications of society to the state or com- 
monwealth. This category embraces a family 
of crimes which, from their many strong 
points of resemblance, we infer their kinship 
to each other. They are gambling, pros- 
titution, and intoxication. They are each 
and all recognized ascrimes by the divine 
law, and are made subjects in the criminal 
legislation of all But the 
careful student of criminal jurisprudence has 
observed the difficulty of enforcing laws 
against this family of crimes. This 
not fromany disposition on the part of the 
citizen to countenance or encourage either of 
these criminal practices, but merely from his 
He cannot see that he 


civilized states. 


arises, 


strong individuality. 
has any personal interest in the enforcement 
of the law. If his neighbor’s horse is stolen 
he sees at once that his stable may be invaded, 
and he bestirs himself te assist in the 
arrestand conviction of the thief; butif he 
sees his neighbor* ruined at the gambling 
table, he feels no alarm—he contents himself 
with the assurance that he isin no danger. If 
his neighbor dies by the pistol of the mid- 
night assassin. and robber, he is alarmed when 


_he reflects that possibly he may be the next 


victim, and he actively interests himself in 
assisting the state in bringing the criminal to 
speedy punishment; but if his neighbor, after 
years of hard drinking, in which he has 
broken the heart of his wife and begyared his 
children, dies of alcoholism, he feels no inter- 
est in the question of who didit. He rests in 
the confident conviction that he will never 


‘die of delirium tremens, and therefore feels 


no personal interest in the matter. 

There.is a family feature that marks this 
group of crimes that must not be overlooked. 
in each case the immediate victim is such by, 
at least nominally, his voluntary act—his 
own free will and consent. Perhaps this is 
the ehief secret of the public apathy on the 
subject of these crimes, and the want of sym- 
pathy with those who are their victims. The 
guilty ones say, With the semblance of truth: 
“I did not persuade them to spend their 
money with me—I did not even ask them to 
patronize me; of their own free will they 
offered their money and | took it.’ In the 
letter, this is true; but in the spirit of the 
matter it is false. No man squanders his 
money on eitherof these vices till he has so 
blunted his moral sensibilities and paralyzed 
his will power as to lose his self-control. 
Surely no man with proper poise of mind 
will voluntarily pursue a road which he daily 
sees leading others to ruin, Our social 
philosophers have not studied these crimes 
profoundly. 

There isa peculiar condition of the ner- 
vous system which produces a sensation that 
is technically known as exhilaration. It has 
heretofore been confounded with stimula- 
tion, but the two conditions are every way 
different. In exhilaration the nervous sensi- 
bility is perverted but not increased, and the 
expenditure of vital force is diminished. The 
pulse is more frequent, but it loses both in 
tullness and force, There is notasingle ele- 
ment of stimulation about the condition—it 
is simply a sensation—a nervous thrill, but in 
this thrill consists the fascination that leads, 
by the way of these vices, to self-destruction. 
Exhilaration may be either objective or sub- 
jective; that is, the sensation may be pro- 
duced from without by some physical agent, 
guch as alchohol, opium or chloroform, 
acting on the sentient extremities of the 
neryes, or it may be the reflex action of the 
mind on the nervous system. ‘The fascina- 
tion that leads the drunkard and the gambler 
down to ruin may be taken us types of these 
two modes of exhilaration. The exhilaration 
that fascinates the gambler, béing merely a 
sympat‘ietic influence is less violent than the 
physical influence that operates on the drun- 
kard, but hardly less powerful in paralyzing 
the willand perverting the sense of duty. 
But this love of exhilaration which so tasci- 
nates thousands is not a normal condition; it 
is a development. No man is born a drunkard 
nor a gambler, though an aptitude to acquire 
the habit of either, or both, may be a heredi- 
tary transmission, butit will require practice 
to develop the habit. From this standpoint 
we can readily see how persons become 
drunkards, prostitutes, or gamblers, without 
any deliberate purpose of self-destruction. 

These crimes almost invariably originate in 
the minor vices of early life; often in the 
sanctity of home and under the eye of fond 
but short-sighted parents. ‘The game of mar- 
bles, ‘‘for keeps,’ or some game of cards in 
the parlor, with coppers for stakes, just to 
give interest to the gume, haye been the ini- 
tial step to the life of many a gambler; and 
the wine glass on the sideboard, the beer at 
dinner, or the evening mug of hard cider, 
have in thousands of instances been a sufti- 
cient fascination to lead the unsuspecting vic- 
tim, by the way of a saloon, toa drunkard’s 
graye. Whatever may be true of the physical 
world, it is certain that crime in general, and 
this family of crimes in particular, are devel- 
ments from primordial germs, usually so small 
as to escape attention. TMbusands of drunk- 
ards are made in the cradle by the mistaken 
kindness of a fond mother, who 
sought to give the fretful baby 
rest with soothing syrup, or some other 
alcoholic nostrum. Tius the exhilaration of 
the cradle, the sideboard, the parlor card talie 
and the sensational literature of the home, 
stamps its inevitable ruin on many a bright 
youth. But germs are comparatively harm- 
less without the means of development. In 
the family we can operate only by wholesome 
advice. ip most instances parental love will 
be a sufficient safeguard, if parents know the 
danger and fully apprehend its magnitude. 
But the true nature of these crimes, and their 
insiduous character, should be more generally 
taught and better understood by parents than 
at present. Kspecially should the monstrous 
absurdity, that small vices may be indulged 
in without danger—that light wines and parlor 
cards lead to lives of sobriety. and honesty—be 
fully exposed. : 

But when the youth crosses the threshold 
of the parental home, and enters the great 
social world, then the duty devolves gn soci- 
ety to make itas difficult as pussible*to de- 
velop a vicious character, and a8 easy aS POS- 
sible to form a Virtuous one. With regard to 
the two minor vices of this family, society 
has discharged its, duty with a fair degree of 
faithfulness. We know, for reasons already 
stated, how difficult it is to punish crimes 
against sosiety at large, but our laws against 

ambling and oh aren though imper- 
Fectly enforced, have compelled these crimes 
to hide themselves in such concealment that 
the youth, unless he is already sufficiently 
debauched to go in search of them, will never 
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tion of alcoholic exhilaration that pleads, if 
not an apology, yetsome extenuation of the 
crime; butin the other, the sole motive is 
the sordid love of gain, the lowest of man’s 
passional endowmenis. The crime of public 
drunkenness society punishes with a feeble 
hand, but to the greater. crime the law is 
blind. Nay, so far from recognizing and 
pases the crime of making drunkards of 
1er sober citizens, the state has hitherto 
thrown around the business the shield of her 
protection, aiming to make ita legitimate 
industry, and even condescending to share in 
its ill-gotten gains. No good reason can be 
given why we should prohibit the keeping of 
a gambling house, aad send its professional 
keeper to the penitentiary asa common felon, 
and at the same time license, protect, and to 
that extent encourage, the keeping of a drink- 
ing-house. The one makes gamblers, the 
other drunkards, and no man will dare to sav 
that the formeris a greater crime than the 
latter. Both endin the ruin of the citizen, 
and an infliction on society at Jarge, but not 
in the same degree. The gambler may beg- 
gar his family, the drunkard inevitably will; 
the gambler blunts his sensibilities, but the 
drunkard utterly paralyzes his; the gambler 
retains his physical health, while the drunk- 
ard makes a wreck of his, and inflicts his pau- 
per posterity on society. That drinking is the 
major crime in this family of crimes against 
society isshown in the fact that gambling 
houses and houses of prostitution invoke the 
aid of alcoholic exhilaration for the success- 
ful prosecution of their business, while a 
drinking house is strong enough torun alone, 
without the aid of its twin brothers. The 
public good urgently calls on the powers 
that be to place this stronger and more in- 
jurious crime against societv in the same 
category of prohibition where the law has al- 
ready placed its junior brothers. We are 
making commendable progress in this direc- 
tion. The moral sentiment of society is a 
growth, and sometimes a “provokingly slow 
growth; but, nevertheless, es world moves. 
It is scarcely more than a century since in 
most large cities both gambling and prostitu- 
tion were licensed; now prohibition is the 
rule, and license the exception. We are not 
ignorant of the fact. nor indifferent to it, that 
laws protecting society are difficult of execu- 
ion. But‘the popular maximé which says 
that ‘‘a law which is not efficiently enforced 
should be repealed,” is a vicious one so far as 
the criminal code is concerned. If a man 
will inflict agreat wrong on society, Jet him 
do it in violation of law, rather than with its 
approbation.

"WHERE IT 
The Trouble Miss Emma Abbott Has Caused by 
Being Vaccinated Not on Her Arm. 

St. Louis Special. 

Kiama Abbott, the songstress, spent to-day 
in St. Louis, much against her will, and re- 
ceived the attention of surgeons for several 
Two weeks ago Miss Abbott appeared 
in Chicago, and became so alarmed at the 
presence of small-pox that she determined to 
be vaccinated. To adorn the shapely arm of 
a prima donna with a plebean scab would 
simply be outrageous, and the public would 
not for an instance tolerate it. The next 
question that naturally occurred to the Chi- 
cago physician was ‘‘where then?’ That was 
the serious point, and the problem required 
several days’ discussion, but finally Miss Ab- 
bott and her husband decided that the prima 
donna’s left leg should receive the vaccine. 
Singular enough the attending physician apy 
ied the virus above the knee, where the 
arge muscles of the hipare easiest affected, 
and where a hurt of any kind is sure to inter- 
fere with pedestrianism. Of course Miss Ab- 
bptt was cautioned not to exercise herself un- 
duly, nor in all the romantic episodes of her 
repertoire should she forget her vaccination. 
After leaving Chicago the Abbott company 
followed the Kellogg company in a series of 
one-night stands throughout the minor cities 
of Minnesota. The rapid traveling and _ fre- 
quent appearances of Miss Abbott naturally 
had an exhaustive effect, and her ‘‘vaccina- 
tion’? became greatly snmp em very pain- 
ful. Finally, on Friday evenffng last, she and 
her company opened the new opera house at 
Burlington, Iowa. On this occasion Miss Ab- 
bott appeared in the mad scene from ‘*Lucia’”’ 
and an act from ‘Fra Diavolo.’’ The rapturous 
applause of the immense audience, the beau- 
tiful surroundings, and the situation gener- 
ally caused her to forget that she had a ‘‘vac- 
cination,’’ and she permitted herself to be 
carried away by the emotions of the scene. 
That night there was great inflammation and 
soreness in the damaged limb. The company 
left Burlington Saturday morning, intending 
to reach Louisville this evening. At St. 
Lows Miss Abbott's condition was such that 
it was deemed best to remain in the city and 
consult medical men. By a course of treat- 
ment lasting all day the limb was so far re- 
stored to its normal condition that the jour- 
ney to Louisville was resumed to-night. The

BEECHER ON HANGING. 


Iie Regarda It Necessary—A Sharp Kebuke to His Con- 
gregation. 2 

New York January 11.—'‘What are we to 
do with ourcriminals?” asked the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher in his morning sermon to-day, 
“Ts it our duty to hanga man who _ has per- 
petrated a murder? If society needs to have 
him suffer the extreme penalty of the law, I 
am inclined to reply in the affirmative. So- 
ciety must protect itself. If the welfare of 
a civilized community requires the erection of 
the scaffold in our midst we must soact that the 
greatest good to the greatest number will be 
promoted, Offending members in the commu- 
nity must be taken care of in the same man- 
ner that the farmer treats the weeds which 
grow among the grain in his fields. I am not 
perfectly satisfied with the present method of 
punishing criminals. I hope to live to see 
the time when we can have a better use fora 
man than stretching his neck with a halter. 
Hanging will do for the present, and it may 
continue to be a useful thing for many years 
tocome. In olden times the death penalty 
Was inflicted, not only for murder, but for 
many lesset.crimes. * In these days we do 
not find it necessary to hang men for 
stealing. We think thieves are sufficiently 
punished if we send them to state prison or 
penitentiary. But, my friends, I am praying 
tor the time when even imprisonment will be 
numbered among the customs of the past.”’ 
A smile overspread the faces of his congrega- 
tion, when Mr. Beecher said, “My friends, 
you and Tare no better than many men who 
are now wearing striped jackets and breaking 
stone at Sing Sing. Many poor fellows have 
perpetrated crimes from sheer force of cir- 
cumstances. They had not the courage to 
resist evil influences. They are not bad at 
heart, but they became entangled in the 
meshes of the law, and could not resist temp- 
tation. Butno man should be hanged be- 
cause the people have a spite against him. 
We must always have sympathy for the crim- 
inal,”’ 
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THE STRAW BONDS 


Upon Which the Star Route Thieves Secured Their 
Contracts. 

Wasuineton, January 11.—Eleven cases of 
the alleged straw bondsmen in the star route 
cases were called up in the police court to-day. 
Counsel for all the accused and some of the 
accused themselves were present. Special 
Attorney Bliss represented the government, 
and in the opening address said the accused 
parties had entered into bonds in which bid- 
ders had represented bondsmen and bonds 
men had represented themselves as worth 
certain sums in real estate. The fact was the 
bonds were absolutely worthless, though 
in some cases there might have been held 
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wild land in general. He would say that’ if 
such bonds were submitted approved by the 
postmaster, the postmaster had 
no power to review them.

THE GOLDEN SANDS 


Which Lie at the Bottoms of Our Mountain Streama. 

From a gentleman who was in the city ves- 
terday Tue ConstireTion learns of the success 
which has attended the experiments with the 
vacuum dredging boat which was built for 
work on the Chestatee river. It will be re- 
membered that this boat was built for raising 
the gravel from the beds of the rivers and for 
washing the sand and separa- 
ting the gold from it. The «ques- 
tions to be decided were: Could the gold 
be found in paying quantities in the sands of 
the river beds? and could the sand be lifted 
into the boat by the vacuum process? The 
trial of the boat was made last Saturday on 
the Chestatee river near Martin’s ford. The 
test~ommenced at eleven o'clock and slated 
fur three hours. The boat raised the sand at 
the rate of from two to four tons every five 
minutes, This sand was rapidly 
washed automatically in sluice 
boxes and the gold collected = in 
quicksilver, As the result of the three hour's 
work there was secured two hundred dollars 
worth of gold. The expense was not more 
than twelve dollars. The sand was found to 
be very rich, and it is said there is enough in 
the rivers of Georgia to keep fifty boats busy 
for fifty years. Much excitement, it is said, 
prevails about Dahlonega on account of the 
new method for obtaining gold. The compa- 
ny which is pushing the matter will begin the 
construction of a number of other boats at 
once, 
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MACON’S ART EXHIBITION. 


The People Taking a Lively Interest In the Matter. 

Macon, January 11.—A large and enthusi- 
astic meeting of representative citizens was 
held in this city to-day to discuss plans for 
the grand national art exhibition. The orig- 
inal intention of the projectors was to have 
the exhibition in May, but the enterprise has 
met with such encouragement and assumed 
such proportions as will necessitate more 
time and extensive preparations. 

The meeting was presided over by Rev. Dr. 
A. J. Battle, president of Mercer university, 
who addressed the Ineeting. 

He was followed by Colonel Thomas Har- 
deman and others. 

Committees were appointed and will report 
plans and a programine at an early date. The 
exhibition will probably be held in October 
next, and the projectors expect to make it 
superior to anything of the kind ever before 
attempted in America.

AN AUTHENTIC ACCOUNT OF ITs

President Davis Never Saw the Treasure—He 
had 
Only About $50—An Interesting Story of the 
Last Wanderings of the Defeated 
and Disbanded Government. 


Wasninaton, D. C., January 9.—[Cincinna- 
ti Enquirer.}—Mr. M. H. Clark, of Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., who was acting treasurer ot the 
so-called confederate states of America when 
the collapse came, has written a letter, under 
date of January 6th, to Representative House, 
of Tennessee, in which he sets forth the facts 
about the treasure lost when Jeff Davis was 
captured. Mr. Clark says: 

“As Lam ina position to know all the facts. 
I tnink it not improper to state them as 


- Priefly asT can. I left Richmond. Va., the 


night of the evacuation on the special train 
containing the president, his staff. his cabi- 
net and many other government officials, be- 
ing at the time chief and confidential clerk of 
the executive office. The party reached Dan- 
ville the next day, where the government 
offices were partially organized, remaining 
there until the 10th of April, when news of 
General Lee’s surrender was received. The 
next move was to Greensboro, the head«quar- 
ters of Beauregard’s little army. 

“A stay of some days was made there, and 
as the railroads had been cut in mary places 
south of us by the federal cavalry, who were 
still raiding to the southwest of our line of 
travel, | made upatrain of wagons and 4 - 
bulances for the use of the party, for Fhich 
f;eneral Deauregard yvave a carte blanche 
order on his quartermaster and commissary 
departments, with which train the party pro- 
ceeded to Charlotte, N. ©. General Beaure- 
gard also ordered up the small cavalry divis- 
ion under General W. C. P. Breckinridge as 
an escort, to which President Davis de- 
murred—possibly for the reason that he did 
not wish the small force in front of General 
Sherman weakened to give him personal pro- 
tection—but finally consented, as it gave pro- 
tection to his following, which was composed 
partly of helpless civilians, but even then 
avoided the road taken by his escort. 

‘After astay of about a week at Charlotte, 
where we heard of the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the route was to Abbeville, 
South Carolina, reaching there the 3d of Mav. 
At Abbeville the train of the treasury depart- 
ment reported, it having followed a different 
line of travel under the protection of the 
small naval force under Admiral Semmes, 
who had guarded it faithfully, keeping all its 
valuables intact. This was the first time we 
had met, and at Abbeville the trains, escort 
and all, came together. Admiral Senimer 
asked to be relieved of his voluntarily as- 
sumed duty (which had been necessary, as 
General Stoneman’'s cavalry had several times 
struck points within ten or fifteen miles of 
these different trains, moving in the main on 
parallel lines), and the train was placed in 
charge of the cavalry—General Basil Duke’s 
command—and ordered to Washington, Ga. 

“General Trenholm, secretary of the treas- 
ury, had been left some distance back, quite 
ill; and at Abbeville the president appointed 
Postmaster-General John H. Reagan actiug 
secretary of the treasury. The treasurer, Mr. 
J. N. Hernden, had been left at Greensboro, 
N. C., with a moderate military chest for the 
use of the army there, the specie, mainly 
Mexican dollars, and amounting to $40,000, 
according to my recollection. That night, the 
weather being hot for day traveling, the presi- 
dential party alsoWeft for Washington, Ga., 
arriving about sunspt on the 4th of May. As 
soon as we arrived Mr. Reagan, acting secre- 
tary of the treasury, asked the president to 
appoint me acting treasurer in place of Mr. 
eden. who had been left at Greensboro, 
N. 0., the treasury since that time having 
been in charge of the bureau officers. I had 
some time before received a staff appoint- 
ment, with the rank of captain. 

‘*The preside«t made the appointment, Mr. 
Reagan drew up my commission, and Presi- 
dent Davis affixed to it the last official signa- 
ture he ever made. I, of course, preserve it 
asa precious relic, The entire treasury was 
turned over to me, and I spent the day in fill- 
ing the requisitions of the acting secretary. 
I settled with the depositors, who had fol- 
lowed with the train—some all the way from 
Virginia; I paid off the naval brigade, through 
Postmaster Wheeless, of Nashville; paid off 
the troops who were near us, through the 
ent accredited officers; burnt millions of 
onds and currency in the presence of Secre- 
tary Reagan and General J. C. Breckinridge, 
secretary of war; turned over tothe Virginia 
bank officers the specie which belonged to 
the Virginia banks, which they had never 
heen able to obtain from the treasury for want 
ef proper officers to deliver it. One of my 
last acts was toturn over to Major Moses, a 
confederate states agent, $40,000 in silver, 
mainly bullion, which the president had or- 
dered to be used in furnishing subsistence to 
the paroled soldiers who were passing through 
to their homes, thus relieving them and the 
distressed country through which they were 
passing. 

“f took proper receipts for all my pay- 
ments, and withthe whole treasury disburs- 
ed, except an insignificent sum, in company 
with the acting secretary I left Washington 
about eleven o'clock at night, with a small 
escort given us by General Duke, whith we 
shortly dismissed, and joined the president’s 
party next morning about day-break. There 
l again took charge of my train, and on the 
morning of the sixth President Davis heard 
of the danger to his family, who were travel- 
ing some distance ahead, from marauders in 
search of horses He decided to take his stat? 
and a few attendants and join them, the train 
to “ete to Florida—the intention, as 
understood, being there to take 

boats to Cuba, and from there to 
the trans-Mississippi department. As I was 
more likely to be captured with the train 
than with the mounted party, in order to 
provide means for the transportation to Cuba, 
i called the staff together and paid Colone!] 
F. R. Lubberk, A. D. C. (former governer of 
Texas); Colonel William Preston Johnston, 
A. D. C.; Colonel John Taylor Wood. A. D. 
C., and Colonel —(whose name I forget, but 
a nayal officer) each $1,500 in English sover- 
eigns, to be used in buying boats or other ex- 
penses, and took their receipes in due form. 
Having a bag which still contained about 
$5,500, I placed it in the saddle-bags of Mr. 
Reagan. He objected, saying he was already 

| weighted, having $2,000 of his private funds 
brought.from Richmond; but, upon my urg- 
ing that the party might need it, he let it re- 
main. 

‘President Davis.te the best of my know!l- 
edge, had only some $50—perhaps less—of 
specie and contederate currency, his private 
funds. Thewhele treasury passed through 
my, hands as acting treasurer. The president 
never saw the treasure nor my disbursements 
of any part of it. He could only have re- 
ceived any of it through me. I did not offer 
to pay him anything, and he would not have 
received it if I had.”’ 

POLITICAL REFORM IN GEORGIA. 
The Republicans Want Longstreet In the Cabinet— 
independcnt Movement te Clean Out Bourboniam. 

WasHINGTON, January 6.—[{Special to the 
Cincinnati Commercial. ]—Marcellus E.Thorn- 
ton, of Atlarfta, who. has. been prominently 
identified with the independent movement in 


Georgia, in the course of an interyiew to-day 
act in reply to the question; Res : 
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of bourbonisnr in any southern state would 
receive all the the aid and encouragement 
that the administration could properly 
extend.”’ 

_ “It has been stated that General Longstreet 
is being urged for a position in the cabinet of 
President Arthur; that you will be appointed 
to the United States marshalship thus vacated, 
and that these changes are to be made with 
the view to aiding the liberals to carry the 
state in the gubernatorial election next fall.” 

“Tl would be glad to see General Longstreet 
thus distinguished. He is a stalwart republi- 
can, and has been much maligned for so being. 
| know he stands ready to aid and encourage 
in every way any liberal movement in Georgia 
that would disenthral the state from bourbon 
rule. As to my being appointed United 
States marshal in his place, 1 suppose that 
arises from the fact that ] was an applicant 
for the position when it was last vacant and 
withdrew in favor of General Longstrect.”” 

‘How have recent democratic state admin- 
istrations in Georgia contrasted with repub- 
lican administrations singe the war?’ 

“The only republican administration since 
the war was that of Governor Bullock. There 
was more real substantial prosperity in the 
state under that than underany or all of the 
democratic administrations since. Under the 
peculiar methods of the bulldozing bourbon- 
ism. Governor Bullock was a fugitive from the 
state for several years. U pon his return he 
was tried under a democratic administration 
and great pressure brought upon the court to 
secure his conviction, but the result was his 
triumphant acquittal.” 

“What, in your opinion, is the present 
status of the independent movement in Geor- 
gia and what are its relations to the republican 
party?” 

“There is astrong following of independents 
in every county in the state, and organization 
would add to their numbers. In the contest 
for the governorship there are the best grounds 
for predicting the success of the independent 
candidate. It only requires the selection of 
an acecptable man to head the ticket, whose 
good faith can be relied upon, and in the 
adoption of a liberal platform, opposed Lo 
the chain-gang system, and digfranchise- 
ment for minor otfenses, opposed to the leas- 
ing out and murdering of convicts, and the 
permitting of criminals to run at large, and 
swell the calendar of rapes, burglaries, and 
murderers throughout the state; in favor 
of a more liberal provision for gen- 
eral education, and the repeal of the present 
constitutional provisions which require that 
every person who proposes to vote atany elec- 
tion must first have paid all taxes due by him 
to the state, county, or municipality for each 
and every year from the year 1877, including 
poll tax (up to the one preceding the one in 
which he desires to vote), the operation of 
which constitutional provision will im a few 
years absolutely disfranchise one-half or 
more of the otherwise qualified voters in 
the state, especially those of the colored 
race. <A trustworthy candidate upon such 
a platform would receive the unqualified 
indorsement of the republican state convenh- 
tion for the governorship, and would surely 
be elected. On such au issue the republi- 
cans and independents of Georgia would have 
a common interest and a common = symipa- 
thy. Neither can succeed without the other, 
and an independent can getin more votes 
from the democratic party than a straightout 
republican could. The republicans, while 
they do not desire a bourbon success next fall, 
will not be satisfied with anything short of a 
candidate who could be relied upon to carry 
vut this independent platform, nor will they 
accept a platform made up of two-thirds milk 
and water.” 

“Will there shortly be any organized move- 
ments of the independents in your state?” 

There is a probability that aconference of 
leading indepe dents will be called to meet 
in Atlanta early in the coming spring to de- 
vise the plan of astate campaign. This will 
be followed by a call in each county to organ- 
ize and elect delegates toa general conven- 
tion which shall make a platform and nomi- 
nate a state ticket.”’
